Jackson and Walling Prepare Statements 
Admitting Their Guilt. 
F rankfort, 
Ky., 
March 
19.—Scott 
Jackson and 
Alonzo W alling, con­ 
demned to die Saturday for the m urder 
of Pearl Bryan, have made a last appeal 
to Gov. Bradley, in the hope of obtain­ 
ing a com m utation of sentence. 
They 
have made a full confession of the m ur­ 
der, im plicating Dr. George B. W agner, 
a well-known physician of Bellevue, 
Ky., -who is now in an insane asylum at 
Lexington. 
Jackson’s confession covers seven 
pages of legal cap, while W alling’s cov­ 
ers three. Each story corroborates the 
other. 
In substance 
the confessions 
narrate the history of the meeting of 
Jackson and W alling, and of the pro­ 
curing of the services of Dr. W agner in 
behalf of Pearl Bryan. 
Pearl Bryan 
was w ritten to go to Cincinnati, which 
she did. 
She was m et and taken to the house 
of Dr. W agner. 
They arranged to go 
over to see her together on Friday, and 
Dr. W agner informed them th at she 
was not doing well, and expressed much 
concern about her condition. They re­ 
turned on Friday night, and Jackson 
was sent to the drug store to get a pre­ 
scription consisting of 
a white sub­ 
stance, which he gave her in a big dose. 
He became much alarm ed, and said 
he believed she was going to die, and 
that she did die. Dr. W agner procured 
a hack, which 
they thought was his 
own, and all three got into the hack and 
drove to F ort Thomas. The hack was 
stopped on an incline. All got out, and 
Jackson held the dead body of Pearl 
Bryan in his lap while Dr. W agner cut 
her head off. He let the body fall, and 
it rolled down a little slope. Dr. W ag­ 
ner then took the head and wrapped it 
in the girl’s cloak, aud placed it in her 
satchel. 
They were then all driven to 
the bridge crossing to Cincinnati, and 
got out and walked. 
Here they sepa­ 
rated. 
Dr. W agner afterw ard became 
insane. 
Jackson and W alling claim they do 
not know where Pearl Bryan’s head 
was placed or w hat became of it. 
Al­ 
though W alling is the least guilty in 
the affair, it is not believed th at the 
governor will interfere, and both will 
hang. 
Newport, Ky., March 19.—The rain, 
which interrupted the work on the 
scaffold W ednesday ceased Thursday 
m orning, and the structure upon which 
Jackson and W alling will drop to their 
death Saturday was completed shortly 
after noon. 
A Cincinnati paper, in an 
extra edition, announced th at the lot 
in which the scaffold stands would he 
throw n open to the public at 2 o’clock.

GREEK PEOPLE ARE PREPARED 
FOR W AR. 


Rain Continues at Memphis - Reported 
Drowning of Five Persons—Levees 
in Arkansas in Danger—Ice Gorge 
Menaces Des Moines — Consterna­ 
tion Near Vicksburg. 


Memphis, Tenn., March 19.—To w hat 
point will the river rise here and w hat 
sort of havoc impends? 
These are 
questions in which the public is vitally 
concerned. There is certainly no pres­ 
ent indication of a pause in the tide, 
which is rising at the rate of half an 
inch in tw enty-four hours. 
At a low estim ate there are now in 
Memphis between 2,000 and 3,000 refu­ 
gees from overflowed regions of A rkan­ 
sas and islands north and south, and 
these are being provided for as liberal­ 
ly as conditions will permit. 
The reported drowning of five per­ 
sons from a bridge is confirmed. 
The 
family consisted of m other and four 
children, the eldest 16 years and young­ 
est 8 months. 
They 
were walking 
across Lloyd’s trestle on the Memphis 
and Kansas Railroad, toward Marion, 
and fell through. 
Thus far there have been no casual­ 
ties reported, but hundreds of refugees 
been brought to this city,140 coming in 
this evening on the 
Iron Mountain 
train. 
There has been a break in the levee, 
near Caruthersville. 
The levee board 
declares the levee was cut, but this is 
difficult to undrstand in view of the 
close guard m aintained. The extent of 
the break is unknown.

There Has Been No Bad Management 
and No W aste of Money, But Hard 
Times Have Curtailed the Revenues 
— Every Seat Sold For Tonight’s 
Greek Play. 


Beloit college is failing in financial 
support and the situation is viewed by 
some of its friends as bordering on a 
crisis. This has come, not by any 
bad management, lack of economy or 
loss of college funds, but the shrink­ 
age of interest on investments and 
reduction of rents in Chicago and the 
unproductiveness of other real estate, 
together with the increased operating 
expenses of large new buildings, an 
annual deficiency of several thousand 
dollars has been caused. 
This deficiency has been met thus 
far oy gifts from trustees and other 
generous individuals, and by appro­ 
priations from the general funds of 
the college. 
The money, however, 
which could be appropriated for such 
a deficiency has become exhausted. It 
is well known that trust funds for 
special purposes cannot be used for 
anything else than the object for 
which they were given. 
T w o A ltern atives Open. 
The college is tie efore compelled 
to face a serious 
prop osition 
There 
are only two ways of meeting this 
crisis. 
One 1b by clotiog Science hall 
and the new c h a p e l and the library, 
thus cutting down the courses of 
study, aud dismib&ing a number of the | A DAY’S N EWS 
professors, which means fatal disaster 
to tho college. 
The other is bv in­ 
creasing the general endowment $250- 
000, the interest of which would cover 
the present annual deficiency. 
Undoubtedly this would have been 
secured before now out for the prevail­ 
ing hard times.

about $90,000 of this has already been 
pledged, bat it is not available until 
the remaining $160,000 has been se­ 
cured. 
But in these times it is well 
nigh impossible to raise large sums of 
money for- public purposes, and it 
may require two or three years to 
complete the proposed endowment of 
$250,000.

ARE BARRING OUT JAPANESE. 


Hawaii Trying to l’rt-vent I.antling of 
Undesirable Immigrants. 
San Francisco, March 19.—Advices 
from Honolulu say lhat serious trouble 
is anticipated there over the refusal of 
the customs authorities to permit the 
landing of 
537 Japanese 
laborers 
brought there recently by the Kobe 
Immigration company. 
The agents of 
the 
Japanese 
company 
have 
been 
placed under arrest charged with a vio­ 
lation of the immigration laws, and 
Captain Mishakima, commander of the 
steamer, has been refused clearance 
papers unless he agrees to take back 
to Japan the rejected immigrants, who 
have been detained at the quarantine 
station since their arrival in port. The 
rejected Japanese threaten open revolt, 
and they have the sympathy of the en­ 
tire Japanese population of the island. 
The matter has been carried into the 
courts, and if the Japs fail to find re­ 
lief there they will probably appeal to 
their consul. ‘In case the consul does 
not interfere trouble is sure to follow. 
The customs authorities are sure that 
they have unearthed a gigantic 
at­ 
tempt to import Japanese into the 
country in violation 
of the immigra­ 
tion laws, and they propose to make it 
so warm for the schemers that they 
will not dare to attempt it again.
